TOLBDO, Ohio, June 24.—Shortly after 
midnight train No. 37, on the Lake 
Shore road, to which was attached 
express car which runs between Buffalo 
and Chicago, was stopped at Reece's 
switch, midway between Archbold and 
Stryker, iorty-four miles west of this 
city. 


When some distance from the switch 
the engineer saw the switch was 
turned, displaying the red light, and as 
he turned on the air brakes several 
shots were fired at the cab. 
One of the 
shots put out the headlight. 


When the train stopped four robbers 
went to the express car in charge of 
Messenger C. B. Nettleman, of Buffalo, 
and ordered him to come out. 
Nettle- 
man refused and the robbers threat- 
ened to blow up the car. He then 
came out. 
When the door was opened 
the four men entered. 
They secured 
the contents of the local safe, amount- 
ing to $50 and then went at the big 
safe, which contained 
considerable 
money. 


Since the Kendallville robbery the 
express company has supplied its cars 
with dynamite proof safes and this safe 
stood the test of four dynamite car- 
tridges fired by the robbers. 
This dis- 
couraged them and they jumped from 
the train and disappeared. 


James P. Stark, a clerk in Superin- 
tendent Johnson's office, of the Lake 
Shore road, was on The train at the 
time of the robbery. 
He was seen at 
his home this morning and gave the 
following account of the robbery: 


"I think it must have been about I 
o'clock this morning when it happened. 


was sleeping in the smoking car at 
tii^Q^lue and was awakened by hearing 
1-^ihotfl M 
train came to a 
standstill. 
The conductor said the 
train was being held up. 
I did not go 
outside to investigate, being satisfied 
from what I heard that something was 
going on. 


' Shortly a'ter hearing the shots I 
heard four explosions of dynamite and 
then all was still, and soon the train 
pulled out for Stryker, where we ar- 
rived at 1:20. 
I went into the express 
car afterwards and the messenger said 
he saw only four men. 
The interior of 
the car did not appear to be damaged, 
except that the windows had been shot 
full of holes. 
The only evidence about 
the through sate was a ^mall dent in 
the door. 
The robbers did not make 
any attempt to get into the passenger 
coaches. 
When the robbers left the 
express car one of them shook hands 
with the messenger and apologized for 
putting him to so much trouble." 


CHICAGO, July 24 —The passengers' 
story is that the train was nearing 
Keece siding, a lonely spot in the woods 
near Wauaeon, Ohio, when the engineer 
saw the red light showing at the switch. 
He reversed hi» engine, and as the 
train came to a standstill a volley of 
shots rattle(l round the locomotive cab 
and express car. 


Engineer Tiernan was ordered to 
stand out on the tender in full view, 
and when Conductor Darling appeared 
he was sent back inside his coach with 
half-dozen bullets as pacemakers. 
V^hile one man covered the engineer 
the other three poured a few rounds of 
shot into the express car as an eye 
opener for the messenger, and ordering 
him to open the door, threatened to 
blow the whole train into Indiana. 


Messenger 0. B. Nettleton fired one 
shot at the robbers and then slowly 
opened the door. Two of the men 
sprang into the car and pitched Nettle- 
ton in a heap out of the door and began 
operations on the big safe. 
Several 
attempts to blow it open were made, 
but the b'g steel doors stood fast and 
with an oath the dynamiters 
finally 
gave it up. 
They then turned 
their 
attention to the small way safe. 


Meanwhile the robbers outside were 
keeping up an irregular fire to prevent 
an attack from the passengers. 
Find- 
ing the small safe securely locked, two 
of the men picked up Messenger Nettle- 
ton and dumped him back into his car, 
with an imperative order to unlock the 
safe doors. 
With the cold muzzle of a 
revolver at the back of his neck, the 
messenger promptly complied and the 
robbers quickly cleaned out the com- 
partments. 
After a few uncompli- 
mentary remarks regarding the con- 
struction of the large safe, the men 
backed into the woods lining the road 
and, with a parting volley, disappeared 
in the woods. 


The trainmen believe that the des- 
peradoes were old railroad men, but as 
all were masked with handkerchiefs, 
none were recognized. 
The large safe 
which resisted the attacks of the rob- 
bers contained a large 
amount of 
money. 
How much, the oflScials refuse 
to say, but had the safe been opened 
the loss would have been very large.

Chicago today about on time, but with 
the express car in a badly shattered 
condition. 
Every window in the car 
was broken, the big safe, though un- 
opened, showed the marks of dynamite, 
and the Emaller way safo lay open in 
the center of the car. while the train 
crew and passengers showed plainly 
the effect of their midnight's scare. 
The express company's statement was 
to the effect that but $150 had been 
stolen. 
The trainmen were ordered to 
avoid newspaper notoriety. 
The mes- 
senger was taken to the United States 
express headquarters and closeted with 
the officials. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, July 24 —The agent 
of the United States Express company 
in this city has received a telegram, 
giving brief particulars of the train 
robbery at Reece station last night. 
The exact amount of money secured 
could not be ascertained, as it is not 
known how much local money the ex- 
press car carried. The opinion pre- 
vails, however, that the robbers se- 
cured between |800 and 11,000 from 
the United State Express company. A 
representative of the express company 
said: 


"The robbery was committed 
near 
the village of Kendallville, Ind , where 
the big express robbery occurred about 
two years ago, and in the opinion of 
the company it was perpetrated by the 
same gang 
The express train 
pulled 
out of Cleveland at 6:50 last 
evening 
and arrived at Reece near 
midnight. 
It is a lonely region through that seo 
tion of country, well adapted to the 
advantages desired by thieves. 
Had 
the company not been supplied 
with 
stationary safes a large sum of money 
would have béen taken. 
But those 
through safes are so arranged that even 
the messenger was unable to open 
them, notwithstanding that he had a 
revolver placed at his head and was 
threatened with death." 


CLEVELAND, July 24.—Later a tele- 
gram was received by Superintendent 
Mitchell, of the United States Express 
company, from the messenger in charge 
of the car attacked by the robbers, say 
ing that only a few packages in the 
local safe had been secured by the 
bandits. 
All of the money collections 
made between Cleveland and Toledo 
and at Toledo were in the large safe 
and the only money in the email sa^e 
was that picked up at stations between 
Toledo and Reece's siding. 
It is now 
believed that the largest amount possi- 
ble for the robbers to have secured is 
but little more than $100

PLVB -MEN-ARRESTED. 


WAUSEON, Ohio, July 24 —Five men 
are under arrest here on suspicion of 
being connected with the holdup of the 
Lake Shore train at Reece station last 
night. 
The detectives refused to state 
what evidence there is against them. 
Two tramps who were on the train 
jumped off when the shooting began 
and ran back to Archibald and notified 
the Lake Shore people there, and in 
less than three hours a special train 
carrying the sheriff* of the county and a 
pOBse with several Lake Shore officials 
and detectives arrived at the scene of 
the holdup. 
The sheriff and his men, 
as well as the detectives, immediately 
started to scour the adjacent country. 


THE KGSSLER GAKO AGAIN. 


CHICAGO, July 24.—Lake Shore detec- 
tives who were put on the case imme- 
diately 
after the robbery 
occurred 
believe that the work was done by the 
same gang of farmer brigands which 
held up a train at Kessler, Ind., some 
time ago. 
Several chisels, a towel in 
which the tools were carried and other 
clews were left behind when the men 
left the train and were secured by the 
detectives. 
The description of the 
leader of the bandits tallies exactly 
with that of the tail countryman who 
led the Kessler raid. His men, in both 
robberies, addressed him as "Jim" and 
in both instances displayed the same 
dare-devil bravado and absolute author- 
ity over his men. 
The railroad secret 
service men were confident that they 
would soon have the entire gang under 
arrest 


SAFE BLOWING SCENE. 


ELKHART, Ind., July 24.—Particulars 
of the train robbery, received here, say 
there were two hundred passengers 
aboard the train. 
The robbers drove 
back all who attempted to get out, 
while four of the robbers went to the 
express car. During the attempted eafe 
blowing the robbers seemed afraid of a 
rescue. 
For the last explosion a terri- 
fic charge was used. 
The steel chest 
did not yield, but the car was raised 
from the track, the sides bulged out 
and the three inch plank floor spattered.

WASHINGTON, July 24 —The secretary 
of the interior has requested the secre- 
tary of war to send troops to the scene 
of the Indian disturbance in Wyoming, 
and it is understood that the request 
will be granted as soon as the official 
papers are issued by the secretary of 
war, and the troops will be ordered 
instantly to the vicinity of the trouble. 
The action of the interior department 
was taken upon the receipt of the fol- 
lowing dispatch from Indian 
Agent 
Teter, who was ordered to go from the 
Fort Hall reservation, in Idaho, and 
investigate the trouble between the 
whites and Indians in Wyoming and 
to induce the Indians to return to 
their reservations: 


FORT HALL, Idaho, July 28.—Brown- 
ing, Commissioner of Indian Affairs, 
Washington:—I have investigated the 
troubles between the Indians and 
settlers in Wyoming, and advise that 
troops be sent there immediately to 
protect the law abiding citizens. 


"The lawless element among the set- 
tlers seemed determined to cause a 
conflict with the Indians, 
The settlers 
have killed four to stven 
Indians, 
which has greatly incensed the Indians, 
who have gathered to the number of 
200 or 300 near Fall river, Unitah coun- 
ty, and refuse to return to their reser- 
vation. 


"I find that the Indians have killed 
game unlawfully, according to the laws 
of Wyoming, though not unlawfully 
according to the treaty of the Indians 
with the United States, thus usurping 
the prerogatives of the settlers, which 
caused the trouble. 
Nothing but the 
intervention of soldiers wiU settle the 
difficulty and save the lives of innocent 
persons and the destruction of property. 
[Signed] 
"TETER, Agent."

COLLINS SENTENCED. 


Gets Twenty Years for Kiliingr 
Fred Ohl. 


Received the News With Stolidity nud 
Apparently Glad That He is I.et 
Down NO Easy. 


TRENTON, N. J., July 24.—John S. 
Collins, the negro who shot and killed 
Student 
Frederick Ohl at Princeton 
last June, and who was a few days ago 
convicted of murder in the second 
degree, today received a sentence of 
twenty years at hard labor in the state 
prison. 
Before the sentence he was 
r( quired to plead to the indictment for 
atrocious assault upon Garrett Cochran, 
another student, whom he shot at thé 
same time, and his counsel entered a 
plea of non vult contendre. 
Upon this 
plea Collins was sentenced to ten years 
more, but Justice Gümmer announced 
that he and his associates had decided 
to allow the sentences to run concur- 
rent, thus making the term 
only 
twenty years altogether. 
No plea for 
leniency was made by Collins' counsel. 
The negro received his sentence stolid- 
ly, and was unmoved even when Jus- 
tice Gummer said that a verdict of 
murder in the first degree would have 
been proper.

The Scenes of a Year Agro to 
Repeated.

The United.JVIinc Workers of America 
Demand an Atlvance oi Wages 
or a Walkout. 


CoLUMi:iT3, Ohio. July 
24—Secretary 
Patrick McBride, of the United 
Mine 
Workers of America, returned today 
from Pittsburg, and eays that if the de- 
mand there for an advance of wages 
August 1 is not conceded, a strike will 
be the result. His mail today contained 
a half dozen letters from aa many dif" 
ferent places, ri-questing a national 
suspension to be ordered 
The Indiana 
miners are now out. 
He says: "If the 
Pittsburg operators grant the advance 
August 1, a similar advance will be 
granted in Ohio and Indiana. 
If the 
advance is not conceded and a strike is 
ordered in Pennsylvania, there can be 
no question but that it will extend to 
Ohio, and for my own part I see noth- 
ing but the calling of the different state 
officials together and the ordering of a 
general stoppage of work."

Tno general fail in prices oi au Kinas 
of commodities iu tliis country between 
1873 ajid 1894was 43 percent. It is in- 
teresting to note that wheat fell G2 per 
cent, nearly 20 per cent more than the 
gênerai average, showiug how the sud- 
den opening up of the great wheatfields 
of thé northwest for a time glutted the 
world's markets and drove prices down. 
Meat foods, on the other hand, fell off 
during the periods named only 27 per 
cent, indicating, if meat producers bad 
had the intuition to discern it, that the 
popnlation was increasing faster than 
the beèf, mutton and pork supply. The 
fact that for a year or two beef cattle 
were very low in price does not alter 
the general conclusion. Tlie demand for 
animal food of all kinds, both meat and 
dairy products, is still crowding the 
supply very close. 
Next to animal pro- 
ducts the ai-ticles that fell oiï least in 
the general decline were tea, coffee and 
sugar, 39 per cent. Textile fabrics de- 
clined nearly half, while metals and 
minerals in general, owing to the unpre 
cedented discoveries of rich silver and 
other mines in the west, declined 56 per 
cent, nearly as much as wheat. 


The decision of Archbishop Kain of 
the St. Louis diocese in reference to Eo- 
man Catholic Q. A. R. members will 
settle in time a question that has been 
an issue between the church and the 
veterans for a number of years. In some 
places priests forbade the burial with 
G. A. R. rites and ceremonies of com- 
rades who were members of their flock. 
They would not permit the comrades of 
the deceased to appear iu church at his 
funeral wearing the uniforms and in- 
signia of the order; neither would they 
officiate at funerals where the G. A. R. 
burial service was read. By the decision 
of Archbishop Kaiu hereafter in his dio- 
cese the G. A. R. veterans may enter 
Catholic churches wearing their uni- 
forms and may read their bm'ial service 
over the body of a deceased comrade iu 
Roman Catholic cemeteries.

Curious Old Bonds and Notes—Bngland's 
Check For Damages Done by the Ala- 
bama—Rare Old Colonial Notes—An In- 
teresting Array. 


Register J. Fount Tillman of th(3 
United States treasury will send from 
his burean to the Atlanta expositiou 
oue of the most interesting and attract- 
ive exhibits to be furnished for tiiat oc- 
casion by the United States government. 
The exhibit—then rather incomplete in 
some of its details—attracted widespread 
attention at the Columbian exposition 
in Chicago. 


Since then many new features have 
been added until now it forms the most 
complete collection of all issues of 
money of this government in existence. 
It is not only valuable to those interest- 
ed in the financial history of this coun- 
try, but it serves as well to illustrate 
the great and rapid advance made in 
the art of engraving. The first attempts 
to engrave notes were crude and rough, 
while the later efforts are the beautiful 
works of art with which every one is 
familiar. 


The exhibit contains specimens of 
treasury issues of every form, made on 
account of the various loans, since the 
foundation oi the government, grouped 
and arranged in chronological order. 
Added to this is a full and well pre- 
served collection of colonial money, 
which is valuable as well as interesting. 
The government was compelled to pur- 
chase this collection by piecemeal from 
various persons who were holding the 
money as souvenirs, and a good price 
was paid for the necessary pieces to 
complete the collectaou. 
One of the fea- 
tures of the exhibit is the continental 
money. All the issues of the 13 original 
states are represented, embracing all 
dates, denominations and conditions of 
payment. The e¿iibát includes conti- 
nental money, colonial money, specimens 
of the issues of the late Confederate 
States, both currency and bonds; United 
States bonds. United States currency, 
national bank notes, bills of broken 
wildcat banks in active operation before 
the civil war, and the check which Eng- 
land made out in favor of this country 
for 
depredations committed by the 
steamer Alabama on the commerce of 
the United States. 


The earliest issue of bonds, then 
known as "loan oflBce certificates," as 
shown in the exhibit, -wasmade in 1776 
on account of the first loan this govern- 
ment negotiated with Fi-ance. Then fol- 
low in order of date specimens of bonds 
issued to replenish the treasury from 
time to time during the iwrogress of the 
Revolutionary and civil wars down to 
the present time, the last loan being 
that of 1895, redeemable in 1925. As 
shown by the specimens,, the earliest 
coupon bonds were issued in 1843. It 
was then that this government adopted 
the two forms of bonds, now so popular, 
the coupon and registered. 
The speci- 
mens of the bonds, notes, fractional cur- 
rency and other evidences of debt under 
all acts of congress issued on account of 
the heavy loans entailed by the civil war 
form a fine and historic collection of the 
reminders of those stirriug times. 


The "loan 
ofllce certificates" are 
probably as interesting as any other fea- 
ture of this collection. 
Many have the 
interest figured out on the edge of the 
note, showing that the holders had puz- 
zled their heads to find out what Uncle 
Sam owed them. On one of the colonial 
notes, issued in 1774, are inscribed the 
words, "To counterfeit is death." Some 
severe penalty was necessaiy, for any 
ordinary schoolboy with a quill pen 
could have reproduced, the note exactly, 
so crude and rough was its execution. 
Among the bonds are found a great 
number of District of Columbia notes of 
indebtedness, issuod for all sorts of pur- 
poses. The bonds of the large 4 per cent 
loan of the late war times have a place 
in the exhibit, and they take up quite a 
good deal of space. They are both cou- 
pon and registered bonds, the highest 
denomination of the former being $1,- 
000, and that of the latter being $50,- 
000. The $50,000 registered bond is the 
largest ever issued by this government. 
No coupon bond is issued with a higher 
denomination t h w $1,000. The last 
loan, that of 1895-1925, is a 4 per cent 
one, and the bonds are beautiful works 
of art. They are made in the'shape of a 
United States flag, with the coupons 
taking the place of the stripes, and one 
of these bonds takes up the entire space 
on a single leaf of the exhibit. 


The check which England paid to this 
country on account of the Allabama 
claims is a gold certificate and is made 
out •;•• the sum of $15,500,000. 
On the 
baol- . is indorsed by many nSmes, the 
most prominent of which are those of 
Edward Thornton, then the English 
minister to this country; 
Hamilton 
Fish, secretary of state, and "William A. 
Richardson, secretary of the treasury. 


The collection is mounted on two sep- 
arate columns, each 7 feet high. Thirty- 
two frames are swung on hinges to these 
columns, and in these frames the notes 
are mounted. 
They are well arranged 
and are lettered and grouped in an artis- 
tic manner. —Washington Star.

M I L L I O N S O F B I B L E S . 


Tiie Work of tlie American Bible Society 
For the Patrt Year. 


'Ihe seventy-ninth annual report of 
the American Bible society, which cov 
ers the work of that organization 
printing and circulating the Scriptures 
during the past year, has just been pub 
lished. The society has distributed more 
volumes in China during the year than 
in any preceding year since it began its 
operations there. 
In Japan, too, the 
Bible committee has been able to ac 
complish a great deal of work among 
the soldiers of the Japanese army. More 
than 1,500,000 Bibles, Testaments and 
integral portions oi the Bible were 
printed by the society within the year, 
and over 1,000,000 of them were print 
ed on the presses in the Bible House; 
New York, and more than 500,000 were 
printed in foreign lands. Through pur 
chases of additional volumes the total 
number printed and procured by the so- 
ciety amoimted to 1,958,674 copies. Of 
these 947,103 volumes were issued from 
the Bible House and 634,025 in foreign 
lands. Of the volumes issued from the 
Bible house 101,196 copies were sent to 
foreign lands and are not counted among 
the issues in foreign countries. 


Of the issues of 947,103 volumes from 
the Bible House 845,907 have been for 
the home supply. On account of the 
falling off of the receipts the society 
was compelled to restrict its colportage 
work to a considerable extent. Only 27 
colporteurs have been employed for the 
whole or a part of the year in 12 states 
and two territories. 
The colporteurs 
visited 71,073 families and found 12 
634 without the Scriptures- 
The num 
ber of families visited by the American 
Bible society and its auxiliaries was 
516,798, of which 119,244 were found to 
be without the Scriptures. 
Destitute 
families were supplied to the number of 
34,299, and individuals in addition to 
the number of 19,983. 


SUSAN'S LAST DITCH. 


How the Woman Snffragists Have Taken 
the Bull by the Horns. 


Susan B. Anthony has assun^ed a po 
sition that is truly advanced. At a large 
gathering of equal suffrage women in 
Topeka, she drafted and had passed 
resolution setting forth that, as the men 
of Kansas had refused to permit women 
to vote, it was the duty of every self re 
specting woman in the state to fold her 
hands and refuse to help any moral, re 
ligions or charitable reform until the 
adjective "male" is stricken from the 
constitution. 


This resolution, which 
received 
unanimous vote, will do more, if carried 
out conscientiously, than anything wo 
man has yet done to liberate her sex 
from the irksome duties that appertain 
to a moral, religious or charitable lifa 
Susan, to put it plainly, has taken the 
suffrage bull by the horns. When a wo- 
man puts her foot down and says dis 
tinctly that if she cannot have her own 
way, then she will not bother about such 
things as moral, religious or charitable 
obligations, you may know, as the old 
saying is, that she doesn't care whether 
school keeps or not. 


Viewed calmly, this is a straight cut 
to complete emancipation. The spectacle 
of 100,000 resolute Kansas yeomen,with 
their hands folded, stubbornly refusing 
to do unto others as they would be done 
by and dismissing all interest in their 
immortal souls to "get square" with 
man, is one to make the saints squirm 
and the devil chuckle. 


Susan B. Anthony is a tireless fighter, 
and she appears to have taken to the 
last ditch.—New York World. 


New Sort of Poker. 


A new variation of poker has sprung 
up. It deals out the entire pack 
equal numbers to all playors. If five are 
playing, for example, eaoh will get ten 
cards at the start. If seven are playing, 
eachi get seven, the three cards left over 
being put aside. Then, instead of draw 
ing, eaoh player discards as he likes 
from his hand so tiat he shall have five 
cards to play wiGi, making the best 
hand possible out of those dealt him 
Hands are apt to mn high in this sort 
of game.

BOYS. 


Ilow Tlioy I'ass Their Time at tlie Kii- 
cnnipineiit. 


Last night's Indianapolis Sun con- 
tains the following concerning the en- 
campment in that city: 


"Life in tho white duck town of Fair- 
view was more endurable Tuesday than 
at any time since the encampment 
opened. 
For two days ihe soldiers 
sweltered in their winter weight uni- 
forms, but Tuesday morning it was o o l 
and cloudy. 
Since Sunday morning 
the troops have had plenty of work to 
do, Irom 5:30 a. m. to 9:30 p. m , and 
they have, since the change in the 
weather' carried on camp duties with 
more vim. 
There were a number of 
prostrations from the heat Monday, 
and the Second regiment hospital had 
fi'ty calls for aid. 


"An order has been issued by Gener- 
al McKee that soldiers shall not leave 
the camp 
u n l e E S for sickncss or on 
pressing business. 
It has caused some 
of the troops to complain, as the In- 
dianapolis girls who invaded the camp 
Sunday, made a number of prisoners 
and dates. 
There was, consequently, a 
heavy demand for pt-rmits to go to 
town Monday night, but the officers 
were obdurate. 


"Company B, Third regiment, of Fort 
Wayne, composes the population ol 
"Chinatown." 
The meas tents 
are 
named Old Homestead, Gentle Five, 
Blue Bull, Five Old Soaks. Peggydo 
Little, Hard Pan, Unknown and Sleepy 
Two. 


" 'We's de toughest blokes in de 
camp—see?' said one of the privates. 
' We's got a reputation to keep up and 
we's goin' to do it.' 


"From 4 p. m. to 'taps' is the most 
pleasant pait of the day in camp 
Just 
before sundown the regimental parades 
occur, when 2,000 men appear on the 
drill ground in uniform. 
At 6 o'clock 
the coal black coffee is seived. 
By 7 
o'clock the binds are ready to give 
their concerts. 
The Fort Wayne and 
Marion bands played Monday night, 
while hundreds of young soldiers lay 
on ihe ground about them. 
When 
'taps' is sounded the camp becomes 
very quiet. 
The soldiers are sung to 
sleep by the tree toads and all of the 
troops, the 'shirkers' excepted, are glad 
for an opportunity to crawl into their 
meES tents to rest on their racks of 
straw. 


' Adjt. Gen. Robbins, the hero of four 
wars—the rebellion, Cannelton, Roby 
and Hammond—sajs this encampment 
U an unusual one in its attendance. 
By changes in the law the membership 
of each company has been increased to 
a limit of eighty six men. 
Some of the 
companies have the full number and 
many run to seventy or seventy-five. 


"Everybody at the state house ,was 
out of humor with the state militia 
Monday morning. 
About 500 soldiers 
slept on the floors of the capital Satur- 
day night, because of the rain. 
The 
building was a sight when the janitors 
started to work with mops. 
It seemed 
that every soldier chewed tobacco and 
did not stiike a cospidor all ihe time 
they were in the capitol. 
Mud had 
been trscked in and it will take the 
half dozen janitors two or three days to 
cleanse the first and second floors. 
Twenty-four half pint and 
eighteen 
pint bottles were found in nooks and 
corners."

northern hoppital for the insace, at 
Logansport. 
One of these is for men, 
the other for women. There will be 
accommodations for forty-two persons 
in each. The foundation walls for the 
additions are building. The cost will 
be $10.000 each. 


"The improvements at the eastern 
hoepital for the insane, at Richmond, 
consist of a big general kitchen, two 
large dining rooms and a large store 
room for 
supplies, 
and 
employes' 
quarters. 
The legislature appropriated 
$50,000 for buildings and the necessary 
increase in the heating plant. 
The 
scheme for increasing xhe capacity of 
this institution is to abandon most of 
the dining rooms in the cottages, and 
have the patients eat in the large d n- 
ing rooms. The rooms in the cottages 
that have been used for dining rooms 
and kitchens will be converted into 
living rooms. It is believed that the 
capacity of the institution will be in- 
creased about 100. The worst class of 
patients will continue to take their 
meals in the cottages. 


The Southern Hospital for the Insane 
received an appropriation of $30,000 for 
improvements, but plans for the addi- 
tion have not yet been adopted. 


"The Home for the Feeble Minded 
got $30 000 for the purchase of land and 
for improvements. 
The trustees have 
bought a farm of 225 acres, which 
makes 310 acres now owned by the in- 
stitution. 
The land cost about $2C,000 
The trustees are building a large addi- 
tion to the hospital. 
The old hospital 
was built when the capacity of the 
home was only 350. There are now 
over 500 children in the home, and the 
hospital is much too small. 
About 
$10,000 will be invested in the hospital 
building and equipment. 


"At the stata prison south seventy-two 
cells are being constructed for the ac- 
commodation of those prisoners that do 
not have a decent place to sleep. 
The 
prison officers say that this addition is 
very small as compared with what is 
needed. There are over 800 prisoners, 
and not near enough cells for them. 


"The state prison north got $5,000 for 
improvements. 
This money is being 
used in putting on some new roof and 
in other repairs. 


"The reform school for boys, by au- 
thority from the legislature, has pur- 
chased another farm of 195 acres, mak- 
ing a total of 420 acres now owned by 
the institution. 


"The re'orm school for girls and 
woman's prison got from the legislature 
$5,000, with which to put in new boil- 
ers, and the money is being expended 
for the purpose designated. 
The new 
boilers are much larger than the old 
ones. The trustees of the institution 
are also having a large veranda built 
along the front of the building. 


"The other state institutions did not 
succeed in getting from the legislature 
any money for betterments."

Two of the men 
iprang into the car and pitched Kettle- 
ton in a heap out of the door and began 
operations on the big safe. Several 
attempts to blow it open were made, 
but the b'g steel doors stood fast and 
with an oath the dynamiters finally 
gave it up. They then turned their 
attention to the small way safe. 


Meanwhile the robbers outside were 


keeping up an irregular fire to prevent 
an attack from the passengers. 
Find- 


ing the small safe securely locked, two 
of the men picked up Messenger Kettle- 
ton and dumped him back into his car 
with an imperative order to unlock the 
safe doors. With the cold muzzle ol a 
revolver at the back of his neck, the 
messenger promptly complied and the 
robbers quickly cleaned out the com 
partments. 
After a few uncompli 


meutaryi remarks regarding the con 
structiou of the large safe, the men 
backed into the woods lining the roa< 
and, with a parting volley, disappears 
in the woods. 


The trainmen believe that the des- 


peradoes were old railroad men, but as 
all were masked with handkerchiefs 
none were recognized. The large saf 
which resisted the attacks of the rob 
bers contained a large amount o 
money.

The settlers 
have killed four to stven Indians, 
which has greatly incensed the Indians, 


ho have gathered to the number of 
00 or 300 near Fall river, Unitah coun- 
y, and refuse to return to their reser- 
ation. 
"I find that the Indians have killed 
ame unlawfully, according to the laws 
f Wyoming, though not unlawfully

UNITED STATES TREASURY EXHIBIT 


AT THE ATLANTA EXPOSITION. 


Curious Old Bonds and Kotes—England' 


Check For Damages JOone by the Ala- 
bama—Rare Old Colonial Notes—An In- 
teresting Array. 


.Register J. Fount Tillman of tba 


United States tieasmry will send from 
his bureau to the Atlanta eipositiou 
one of the most interesting and attract- 
ive exhibits to be furnished for that oc- 
casion by the United States government. 
The exhibit—then rather incomplete ir 
some of its details—attracted widespread 
attention at the Columbian exposition 
iu Chicago. 


Since tiien many new featnies have 


been added until now it forms the most 
complete collection of all 
issues of 


money of this government in existence. 
It is not only valuable to those interest- 
ed in the financial history of this coun- 
try, bnt it serves as well to illustrate 
the great and rapid advance made in 
the art of engraving. The first attempts 
to engrave notes were crude and tough, 
\vhilo the later efforts are the beantiful 
works of arc with which every one is 
familiar. 


The exhibit contains specimens of 


treasury issues of every form, made on 
account of the various loans, since the 
foundation ox' the government, grouped 
and arranged iu chronological order. 
Added to this is a full and well pre- 
served collection of colonial money, 
which is valuable as well as interesting. 
The government was compelled to pur- 
chase this collection by piecemeal from 
various persons who were holding the 
money as souvenirs, and a good price 
was paid for the necessary pieces to 
complete the collection. One of the fea- 
tures of the exhibit is the continental 
money. All the issues of the 13 original 
states are represented, embracing all 
dates, denominations and conditions of 
payment. The exhibit includes conti- 
nental money, colonial money,speeimens 
of the issues of the late Confederate 
States, both currency and bonds; United 
States bonds, United States currency, 
national bank notes, bills of broken 
wildcat banks in active operation before 
the civil war, and the check which Eng- 
land made ortt in favor of this country 
for 
depredations committed by the 


steamer Alabama on the* commerce of 
the United States. 


The earliest issue of bonds, then 


known as "loan office certificates," aa 
shown in the exhibit, wasmade in 1776 
on account of the first loan this govern- 
ment negotiated with France. Then fol- 
low in order of date specimens of bonds 
issued to replenish the treasury from 
time to time during the ^progress of tha 
Eevolutionary and civil wars down to 
the present time, the lost loan being 
that of 1895, redeemable in 1925. As 
shown by tb-0 specimens, the earliest 
coupon bonds were issued in 1842. It 
was then that this government adopted 
the two forms of bonds, now so popular, 
the coupon and registered. The speci- 
mens of the bonds, notes, fractional cur- 
rency and other evidences of debt under 
ill acts of congress issued on account of 
the heavy loans entailed by the civil war 
form a fine and historic collection of the 
reminders of those stirring times. 


The "loan office certificates" are 


probably as interesting as any other fea- 
ture of this collection. Many have the 
interest figured ont on the edge of the 
note, showing that the holders had puz- 
zled their heads to find ont what Uncle 
Sam owed them. • On one of the colonial 
notes, issned in 1774, are inscribed the 
woids, "To counterfeit isdeath." Some 
severe penalty was necessary, for any 
ordinary schoolboy with a quill pen 
could have reproduced the note exactly, 
so crude and rough was its execution. 
Among the bonds are found a great 
number of District of Columbia notes' of 
indebtedness, issuod for all sorts of pur- 
poses. The bonds of the large 4 per cent 
loan of the late war times have a place 
in the exhibit, and they, tale np quite a 
good deal of space. They are both cou- 
pon and registered bonds, the highest 
denomination of the former being $1,- 


000, 
and that of tho latter being $50,- 


000. 
The $50,000 registered bond is the 


largest ever issued by this government. 
Ho coupon bond is issned with a higher 
denomination than $1,000. 
The last 


loan, that of 1895-1685, is a 4 per cent 
one, 
,ond the bonds are beautiful works 


of art They art, made in tbe shape of n 
United States flag, with tbe coupons 
taking tha place of the stripes, and one 
of these bonds takes up the entire space 
on a single leaf of the exhibit. 


The check whjch England paid, to this 


country on account of" the .Alabama 
claims is a gold certificate and is made 
ont i ; the sum of $15,600,000, On the 
bad. 
is indorsed by many nSmes, the' 


most prominent of which are those of 
Edward Thornton, then the English 
minister to this country; Hamilton 
Pish, secretary of state, and William A. 
Eiehardson, secretary of the treasury. 


The collection is mounted on two sep- 


arate columns, each 7 feet high. Thirty- 
two frames are swung on hinges to these 
columns, and in these frames tbe notes 
are mounted. They are well arranged 
and'are lettered and grouped in an artis- 
tic manner. —\Vashington Star.

MILLIONS OF 


Tho Work of the American Bible Society 


For the Vast Year. 


'Ihe seventy-ninth annual report o: 


the American Bible society, which cov 
ers tho work of that organization in 
printing and circulating the Scriptures 
during the past year, bas just been pub- 
lished. The society has distributed more 
volumes in China during tho year than 
in any preceding year Since it began its 
operations there. In Japan, too, the 
Bible committee has been able to ac- 
complish a great deal of work among 
the soldiers of the Japanese army. More 
than 1,500,000 Bibles, Testaments and 
integral portions ol the Bible were 
printed by the society within the year, 
and over 1,000,000 of them were print- 
ed on tho presses in the Bible Honse, 
Hew Yoik, and more than 500,000 were 
printed in foreign lands. Through pur- 
chases of additional volumes the tota" 
number printed and procured by the so* 
ciety amounted to 1 ,958, 674 copies. Of 
these 947, 103 volumes were issued from 
the Bible House and 634,025 in foreign 
lands. Of the volumes issued from the 
Bible house 101,196 copies were sent to 
foreign lands and are not counted among 
the issues in foreign countries. 


Of the issues of 947,103 volumes from 


the Bible House 848,907 have been for 
the home supply. On account of the 
falling off of the receipts tho society 
was compelled to restrict its colportage 
work to a considerable extent. Only %'t 
colporteurs have been employed for the 
•whole or a part of the year in 13 states 
and two territories. 
The colporteurs 


visited 71,073 families and found 13,- 
634 without the Scriptures, The num- 
ber of families visited by the American 
Bible society and its auxiliaries was 
516,798, of which 119,244 were found to 
be without the Scriptures. 
Destitute 


families were supplied to tho number oi 
84,299, and individuals in addition to 
the number of 19,983. 


SUSAN'S LAST DITCH. 


How the Woman Suffragists Hara Taken 


the Bull by the Horns. 


Susau B. Anthony has assumed a po- 


sition that is truly advanced. At a largo 
gathering of equal suffrage women in 
Topeka, she draf ted and had passed a 
resolution setting forth that, as the men 
of Kansas had refused to permit women 
to vote, it was the duty of every self re- 
specting woman in the slate to fold her 
hands and refuse to help any moral, re- 
ligious or charitable reform until the 
adjective "male" is stricken from the 
constitution. 


This resolution, which received a 


unanimous vote, will do more, if carried 
oat conscientiously, than anything wo- 
man has yet done to liberate her sex 
from the irksome duties that appertain 
to a moral, religions or chaiitable life. 
Susan, to put it plainly, has taken the 
suffrage bull by the horns. When a wo- 
man puts her foot down and says dis- 
tinctly that if she cannot have her own 


way, 
then she will not bother about such 


things as moral, religions or charitable 
obligations, you may know, as the old 
saying is, that she doesn't care whether 
school keeps or not.

The state benevolent, reformatory 
id penal institutions will soon have 
orapleted the improvements author- 
ed by the last legislature. In epfak- 
ng of these improvements the Indian- 
solis News bays: 


4 Two wings are being added to the 


orthern hospital for the insane, at 
Log'ansport 
One of these is for men, 


IB other for women 
There will be 


ccommodations for .'orty-two persons 
n each 
The foundation walls for the 


dditions are building. The cost will 
ie $10 000 each. 
"The improvements at the eastern 


hospital lor the insane, at Richmond, 
oil sis t of a big general kitchen, two 
arge dining rooms and a large store 
corn for supplies 
and 
employes' 


quarters. The legislature appropriated 
'50,000 for buildings and the necessary 
ncrease in the heating plant. The 
icheme for increasing ihe capacity oi 
.his institution is to abandon most oi 
he dining rooms in the cottages, and 
lave the patients eat in the large d n 
Dg rooms. The rooms in the cottages 
hat have been used for dining rooms 
and kitchens will be converted into 
iving rooms. It is believed that the 
capacity of the institution will be in 
creased about 100 Tho worst class o! 
patients will continue to take their 
meals in the cottages. 


The Southern Hospital for the Insane 


received an appropriation of $30,000 for 
improvements, but plans for the addi 
lion have not yet been adopted. 


"The Home for the Feeble Minded 


got $30 000 for the purchase of land and 
for improvements. The trustees hav 
bought a farm of 225 acres, which 
makes 310 acres now ownod by the 
stitution. The land cost about $2C,000 
The trustees are building a large addi- 
tion to the hospital. 
The old hospital 


was built when the capacity of the 
home was only 350 There are now 
over 500 children in the home, and the 
hospital is much too small. 
About 


$10,000 will be invested in the hospital 
building and equipment. 


"At thestata prison south seventy-two 


cells are being constructed for the ac- 
commodation of those prisoners that do 
not have a decent place to sleep. 
The 


prison officers say that this addition is 
very small as compared with what is 
needed, There are over 800 prisoners 
and not near enough cells for them. 


"The state prison north got $5,000 for 


improvements. This money is being 
used in putting on some new roof and 
in other repairs. 


"The reform school for boys, by au- 


thority from the legislature, has pur- 
chased another farm of 195 acres, mak- 
ing a total of 420 acres now owned by 
the institution 


1 The re'orm school for girls and 


woman's prison got from the legislature 
$5,000, with which to put in new boil- 
ers, and the money is being expended 
for the purpose designated. 
The new 


boilers are much larger than the old 
ones. The trustees of the institution 
are also having a large veranda built 
along the front of the building. 


"The other state institutions did not 


succeed in getting from the legislature 
any money for betterments,"

Bandits Stop a Lake 


Shore Train 


At Reece's Station, Near 


Wauseon, Ohio. 


The Express Messenger Forced 


to Open tbo Safe, 


Dot 111* ncllcvtd Tkiit lb« BMbhrn Did

Towno. Ohio, June 24.— Shortly after 


midnight train No. 37, on the Lake 
Shore road, to which nas attached an 
expreie car which, ran* between Bullalo 
and Chicago, wu (topped at Iteeco'a 
witch, midway between Arclibold and 
Striker, forty-four mile* west of this 
city. 


When some dUtance from the switch 
he engineer law the twitch was 
nned, displaying tho red light, and as 
he turned on tbe air brake* several 
hoU were fired at tbe eab. One of the 
(hots put out the headlight. 


When tbe train slopped four robber* 


went to the eipm* car [n charge of 
Ktwenger C. B. Nrttletnau. of Buffalo, 
and ordered him to come out. Nettle- 
man refuted and the robben threat- 
ened to blow up the ear. lie then 
eame out. When the door we* opened 
he four men entered. They wenred 
he content* or th* local sate, amtrant- 
n| to ISO and then went at the big 
ear*, which contained 
considerable 


money. ' 


Staoa tbe Kendallville robbery the 
zpmseompenyhe*.uppl!ed IU ear. 
wlib dynamite proof safe* and this *afe 
•tood the teat of four dynamite oar- 
ridgee Bnd by th* robben. This dU- 
oearaged them and they jumped from 
th* train and disappeared 


JamaeF. Stark, a clerk In Sapwla- 


lABdentJehMon'* office, of th* Uke 
how road, wa* on the train at the 


Urn* of the robbery. lie wa* *e*n at 


1* borne this morning and gave tbe 
allowing accout of the robbery: 


"1 think it mutt nave new about l 
'clock this morning when it happened. 
was sleeping In tbe snokint car at 


UwJiaM «*d waa awakened by hearti* 


iMdaUll. ' Tbe conductor said tbe 
train waa bring held .,, I did not go 
outside to Investigate, being latbBed 
rom what 1 heard that sonething wa* 
plnge*. 


"Shortly a'ter hearinjt Uw *b«t* I 


heard few explosion* of dynamite and 
the* all wae still, and eoon the train 
pulled out for airyker, when we ar- 
rived at 1:30. I went Into th* expree* 
oar afterward* and th* ueasangM said 
h* saw only four men. Th* Interior of 
the car did not appear to be damaged, 
xeept that the window* bad been *bot 
nil of bole*. The only evidence about 
th* through sale was a «m*U dent in 
he door. The robber* did mot make 
anr attempt to get into the passenger 
coach**. When the robbers lelt tke 
exprea* oar one ot them shook band* 
with ihe meawnftar aod apologised for 
patting him to *o mnoh trouble." 


Caioioo, July 24.— The passenger*' 
lorj ls that th* train wa* nearing 
fteew tiding, a lonely spot in the wood* 
aear Wanteon, Ohio, when the engineer 
taw the red light ihowlngatthe switch, 
H* reversed hi* engine, and a* the 
train cam* to a standstill a volley of

Xnginwr Tiernan wai ordered to 


itandouton the tender in full view, 
and whan Conductor Darling appeared 
be wa* *tnt back inside hit coach with 
* half-doten bulleta aa pacemaker*. 
While one man covered the engineer 
the other three poured a few round; cJ 
•hot Into the express . car as an eye 
opener for the messenger, and ordering 
Lia to open the door, threatened to 
blow th* whole train into Indiana. 
. Keasengsr C. B. Nettleton fired one 
•hot at the robben and then ilowly 
opened the door. Tiro of the men 
sprang into the car and pitched Nettle- 
ton in a heap out of the door and began 
operation* on the big tare. Several 
attempt* to blow it open wero made, 
hut the b'g *teel door* stood fait and 
With an oath thn dynamiter* finally 
gave it up. They then turned their 
attention to the imall way lafe. 


tteanwhile the robben ontcide wen 


keeping up an irregular fire to prevent 
an attack from the passenger*. 
Find- 


ing the small aafe Mcurely locked, two 
of tie man picked up Uaaienger Nettle- 
ton and dumped him back into hi* car 
with an imperative order to unlock tbe 
safe door*. With the cold muule of a 
revolver at the back of hi* neck, the 
masaenger promptly complied and tbe 
robben quickly cleaned out the com 
partments. 
After a few uncompii 


menUry remarks regarding the con 
•traction' of the large safe, the man 
backed into thn woods lining the mac 
and, with a parting volley, dluppearei 
in the wood*. 


The trainman bellare that the dta 


pmdoea were old railroad men, but » 
all were masked with handkerchiefs 
none were rwofinir.ad. The large saf 
which resisted Iho attacks «F the rob- 
ben contained a largo amount n 
money, lion much, the officials rnfus 
to **y, but had the safe been opened 
the lou would have been very large.

tlen iMiiied determined to cause a 
conlllct with th* Indian*. The settlers 


•ve killed four to a*v*n Indian., 


whtcb bas greatly InotniM th* Indiaei, 
who have gathered to Ihe number of 
200 or 300 near Fall river. Unllah ooun- 
y, and nfuse lo return lo their reier- 
T*llon. 


"I Had that the Indians have killed 


game unlawlully. according to tho law* 
f Wfoniing. though not unlawfully 
according to the treaty of tho Indian* 
with the United Slate*, thu* usurping 
he prerogative! of the settlers, which 
oauted the trouble.
